The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art do not teach or fairly suggest the following: 
A system or method of assembling optical components relative to one another 
that optically aligns in the lateral direction(inherent due to the plural regions or stations) 
plural carrier components located at plural regions or stations of an optical platform, 
wherein each carrier component comprises at least one optical component mounted 
thereon and wherein the optical platform has alignment patterns defining the plurality of 
regions or stations on which the plural carrier components are positioned for proper 
optical transmission between/among the plurality of optical components. 

Wilson et al (6,978,068) shows a snap-fit optical element for optically coupling in 
the vertical direction between a light source on a substrate and a target element, not 
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shown. Wilson et al fails to show plural carriers or plural regions, as claimed, or lateral 
optical alignment as inherently claimed. 

Gordon et al (4,997,279) teaches an optical bench for a semiconductor laser 
which laterally aligns carriers including optical elements, but fails to teach alignment 
patterns and alignment means as claimed. Because of the lack of the claimed 
alignment patterns or means, Gordon et al requires the timely process of aligning the 
various optical components, as discussed in col. 5 lines 38-col. 6 line 4.
